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These  estimates  of  receipts  of  farmers  from  the  sale  of  selected 
farm  products  and  from  rental  and  benefit  paymerits  by  states  lor  the 
calendar  years  1932,  1933,  and  1934  and  for  December  1932,  1933  and  1934 
are  the  first  of  a  new  series  of  monthly  estinuites  of  farm  receipts  to  be 
published  "oy   the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.   Similar  estimates 
will  be  issued  each  month  hereafter.   Estimates  of  monthly  farm  receipts 
by  states  from  January  1932  to  date  have  been  made  and  are  being  prepared 
for  distribution.   This  publication  will  contain  a  detailed  discussion  of 
the  commodities  included  and  tie  data  used  in  arriving  at  the  estimates  of 
farmers  receipts  by  months.   Similar  estimates  are  being  made  from  January 
1929  to  December  1931  and  will  be  available  in  about  2  months. 

Method  of  Computing  Estimates  of  Monthly  Farm  Receipts 

Ti'ie  estimates  of  monthly  farm  receipts  are  the  total  of  estimates 
of  receipts  from  the  sale  of  33  of  the  more  important  farm  commodities. 
While  these  estimates  of  farm  receipts  dc  not  includ  all  income  from  farm 

marketings,  the;y  represent  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  total  income. 
For  the  United  States  as  a  whole  the  income  from  the  items  included  in 
these  estimates  in  1932  aggregated  about  94  percent  of  the  estimated  total 
income  from  the  marketings  of  all  farm  products.   In  many  of  the  more 
important  agricultural  states  the  proportion  of  total  income  from  the 
commodities  included  is  as  large  as  98  percent, whereas  in  some  of  th<  / 
England  States,  where  forest,  greenhouse,  and  nursery  products  are  im- 
portant sources  of  farm  income,  only  30  to  35  percent  of  the  total  income 
from  farm  marketings  is  represented. 

Tiie   estimates  of  receipts  by  states  are  divided  into  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  crops  and  receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products.   Monthly  data  on  farm  marketings  and  farm  prices  of  several 
crops  are  not  available.   Consequently  the  estimates  of  receipts  from  crops 
have  been  confined  to  those  crops  sold  by  farmers  for  which  farm  prices 
and  data  on  farm  marketings  are  collected  currently.  Tr^r-e   crops  are 
wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley,  rye,  flaxseed,  rice,  cotton  lint,  cottonseed, 
tobaxco,  hay,  dry  edible  beans,  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  apples,  pears, 
peaches  (in  California  and  Georgia  only),  grapes  (in  California  only), 
citrus  f raits  (in  California  and  Florida  only),  strawberries,  sugar  cane, 
sugar  beets,  and  truck  crops.   In  estimating  the  monthly  receipts  "o-j 
states,  track  crops  have  been  considered  as  one  crop,  as  the  large  number 
of  track  crops,  the  highly  seasonal  character  of  many  of  these  crops,  and 
the  large  amount  of  local  sales  in  many  states  makes  it  practically  im- 
possible to  estimate  monthly  income  from  the  individual  track  crops. 


The  estimates  of  receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  are  based  upon  the  sale  of  cattle,  calves,  hogs,  sheep  and  lambs, 
chickens,  eggs,  wholesale  milk,  retail  milk,  butterfat  and  wool.   Income 
from  the  sale  of  horses,  mules,  mohair,  and  honey  is  not  included.  The 
monthly  estimates  of  marketings  of  the  several  farm  commodities  by  states 
are  based  upon  a  wide  variety  of  data,  such  as  market  receipts,  car-lot 
shipments,  end  livestock  shipments  by  state  of  origin.   In  the  case  of 
some  commodities  for  which  the  seasonal  trend  of  marketings  is  fairly 
regular  year  after  year,  the  average  seasonal  trend  of  marketings  for  each 
state  was  applied  to  the  estimated  amount  of  the  commodity  to  be  sold 
during  the  year.   The  estimates  of  farm  receipts  are  determined  by  apply- 
ing the  monthly  farm  price  of  commodities  by  states,  to  the  estimated 
marketings. 

Tnere  are  other  commodities  which  are  an  important  source  of  income 
to  farmers,  especially  in  some  states,  that  have  not  been  included  in 
the  monthly  estimates  because  no  satisfactory  monthly  .data  on  prices  or 
marketings  are  available.   These  include  forest,  greenhouse,  and  nursery 
products,  small  fruits,  peanuts,  grass  seeds,  and  other  minor  crops.   In 
estimating  income  from  livestock  no  allowance  has  been  made  *ror  the  in- 
shipment  of  livestock  into  the  various  states.   In  order  to  compute 
accurately  the  income  from  the  sale  of  livestock  grown  within  the  state, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  deduct  from  the  monthly  receipts  from  marketings 
.  the  cost  of  the  livestock  shipped  into  the  state.  ITo  data  are  available 
for  computing  the  deductions  which  should  be  made  each  month. 

Since  the  estimated  monthly  receipts  by  states  are  based  upon  only 
a  part  of  the  total  farm  commodities  sold  by  farmers  and  no  allowance  is 
made  for  the  inshipment  of  livestock,  these  estimates  should  be  used  as 
a  measure  of  the  flow  of  money  to  farmers  from  the  sale  of  selected  farm 
products  rather  than  as  an  estimate  of  total  income  from  farm  marketings. 
Furthermore,  as  these  estimates  are  based  upon  income  from  selected  farm 
commodities  they  do  not  total  to  the  monthly  estimates  of  United  States 
income  from  farm  marketings  norajo  they  comparable  with  the  annual  esti- 
mates of  income  from  farm  production  by  states.   However,  inasmuch  as 
a  very  high  percentage  of  the  total  income  is  measured  in  these  monthly 
estimates  of  receipts,  they  tend  to  approximate  the  monthly  income  of 
farmers  in  the  state  and  furnish  a  more  current  measure  of  the  changing 
economic  conditions  of  farmers  in  the  various  states  thai1-  has  heretofore 
been  available.   This  is  especially  important  in  times  of  marked  fluctua- 
tions of  both  farm  marketings  and  farm  prices,  such  as  has  prevailed  in 
the  past  few  years. 

Improvement  in  Farm  Income,  1932  to  1934 

Total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  increased  from  $4,328,000,000 
in  1932  to  $4,869,000,000  in  1933  and  to  $5,534,000,000  in  1934.   The 
annual  cash  receipts  from  selected  commodities  has  reflected  this  in- 
crease in  farm  income  and  affords  a  measure  of  the  extent  of  the  increase 
in  the  different  states.   The  total  of  the  monthly  cash  receipts  from 
selected  farm  commodities  for  all  states  increased  from  $4,235,000,000 
1932  to  $4,710,000,000  in  1933  and  to  55,440,000,000  in  1934.When  rent- 
al and  benefit  payments  and  receipts  from  emergency  sale  of  livestock  to 
the  Government  are  added  to  the  receipts  from  marketings  in  1933  and  in 
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1934,  the  improvement  is  even  more  marked.   The  larger  receipts  in  1933, 
as  compared  with  1932  are  almost  entirely  accounted  for  in  the  larger 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  crops,  due  to  the  relatively  higher  prices 
received  by  farmers  for  most  of  the  crops  during  1933.   Continued  and  ex- 
tended improvement  of  prices  was  the  major  influence  in  the  gain  in 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1934.  More  than  half  the  increase  was  in 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  livestock  products.  Despite  the 
short  crops  for  the  1934-35  season,  cash  receipts  for  all  states  from 
crops  for  the  last  6  months  of  1934  was  slightly  greater  than  in  the  last 
6  months  of  1933. 

When  rental  and  benefit  payments  and  income  from  emergency  sale 
of  livestock  to  the  Government  are  added  to  the  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings in  1933  and  1934,  total  annual  receipts  in  1934  were  23  percent 
greater  then  in  the  preceding  year.   Although  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings in  1934  were  less  than  the  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  1933 
in  six  States,  Eorth  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  Utah,  when  government  payments  are  added  in  for  both  years,  all  States, 
except  Oklahoma,  show  larger  total  farm  receipts  in  1934  than  in  1933. 

Increase  in  Cash  Receipts,  by  Regions,  from  1933  to  1934 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  States 
were  about  16  percent  greater  in  1934  than  in  1935.   Rental  and  benefit 
payments  nave  not  been  an  important  factor  in  the  income  to  farmers  in 
this  area.   The  improvement  Was  due  principally  to  increased  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  dairy  and  poultry  products.   Although  receipts  from  crops  for 
the  year  was  about  10  percent  greater  than  in  1933,  sharply  reduced  in- 
come from  the  sale  of  potatoes  and  apples  in  the  current  marketing  season 
has  caused  a  considerable  decline  in  the  receipts  from  crops  in  recent 
months.   From  July  through  December  1934,  income  from  crops  in  this  area 
was  below  the  same  period  in  1933.   A  comparison  of  the  December  1933  and 
December  1934  receipts  for  this  region  indicates  a  decline  of  14  percent 
in  the  receipts  from  crops,  which  is  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  of 
12  percent  in  the  receipts  from  livestock  items.   Total  receipts  from 
marketings  were  4  percent  greater  than  in  December  1933. 

East  North  Central  States 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  in  the  East  North 
Central  States  were  14  percent  greater  in  1934  than  in  1933.   When  rental 
and  benefit  payments  are  included,  total  cash  receipts  in  these  States 
in  1934  were  19  percent  above  the  receipts  in  1933.   Receipts  from  the 
sale  of  livestock  items  were  up  15  percent  over  last  year.   The  rise  in 
the  prices  of  the  grains  during  the  last  5  months  of  1934  overcame  the 
smaller  production  of  corn  and  wheat  in  these  States  and  raised  the 
receipts  from  crops  to  12  percent  over  1933.   Receipts  from  crops  in  this 
region  during  December  1934  were  10  percent  above  receipts  for  December 
1933,  due  to  the  higher  prices  for  corn  and  wheat.   Larger  marketings  of 
cattle  and  higher  prices  for  hogs  and  dairy  and  poultry  products  result- 
ed in  an  increase  of  32  percent  in  the  total  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  in  this  region  in  December  1934  over  December  1933. 
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West  North  Central  States 

Although  "both  annual  receipts  from  crops  and  annual  receipts  from 
livestock  items  in  the  West  North  Central  States  were  greater  in  1934 
than  in  1933,  important  changes  in  the  receipts  of  these  states  have 
occurred  in  recent  months.   This  area  was  severely  affected  "by  the  drought 
of  1934.   Eariie-r  marketings  and  the  higher  prices  for  grains  supported 
the  receipts  from  crops  in  this  area  at  higher  levels  from  July  to 
September  of  the  current  marketing  season  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1933.   The  much  smaller  crops  of  1934  in  this  region  have  "become  more 
evident  in  the  marketings  of  the  past  3  months  and  receipts  from  crops 
have  rapidly  declined.   In  December  1934  receipts  from  crops  were  31  per- 
cent below  December  1933.   However,  the  decline  in  receipts  from  crops 
in  recent  months  has  been  more  than  offset  by  increased  receipts  from 
livestock  items.   Improved  prices  for  dairy  and  poultry  products  con- 
tributed greatly  to  the  increased  receipts  from  livestock  items.  Larger 
marketings  of  cattle  and  higher  prices  for  hogs  were  also  important 
factors.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  considerable  emergency  sales 
of  livestock,  especially  cattle,  took  place  in  this  region  during  the 
last  6  months  due  to  the  shortness  of  feed  supplies  and  poor  pasture 
conditions,  and  income  from  this  source  is  not  in  total  a  net  gain  to  the 
farmer. 

vYith  the  exception  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  all  states  in  this 
region  had  greater  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1934  than  in  1933. 
Almost  complete  failure  of  crop  production  in  the  Pakotas  reduced  farmers' 
income  from  crops  in  spite  of  the  higher  prices.  However,  large  payments 
by  the  Government  in  1934  in  this  region  raised  the  total  farm  receipts 
in  North  end  South  Dakota  to  21  percent  and  12  percent,  respectively, 
above  the  receipts  for  1933.   When  government  payments  are  included,  tne 
region  as  a  whole  showed  improvement  in  receipts  amounting  to  33  percent 
over  1933. 

South  Atlantic  Sbates 


Tne  influence  of  the  smaller  production  in  the  drought  area  on 
prices  was  an  important  factor  in  the  increased  receipts  from  marketings 
in  the  South  Atlantic  States.   Cotton  production  in  this  area  was  only 
slightly  smaller  in'  1934  than  in  1933,  and  the  smaller  tobacco  crop  was 
much  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  tobacco  prices.   Receipts  from 
crops  in  1934  in  this  region  were  33  percent  above  1933.  Increased  receipts 
from  livestock  items  also  added  to  the  total  receipts  from  marketings, 
income  from  these  items  being  28  percent  greater  in  1934  than  in  l933* 
Total  receipts  in  1934,  including  rental  and  benefit  payments,  were  32 
percent  above  1933.   The  greatest  increase  in  income  in  this  area  occurred 
in  North  Carolina  where  total  receipts  from  marketings  in  1934  were  43 
percent  greater  than  in  1933  due  primarily  to  the  increased  receipts  from 
tobacco  and  were  49  percent  greater  when  government  payments  for  both 
years  -".re  included. 
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South  Central  States 

Receipts  for  the  South  Central  States  in  1934,  excluding  Oklahoma 
and  Texas,  were  substantial!;/  above  1933.   Including  government  payments, 
the  percentage  increase  in  1934  over  1933  was  13  percent  for  this  region. 
Receipts  for  Kentucky  in  1934  were  up  41  percent  compared  with  1933,  due 
primarily  to  increased  receipts  from  the  sale  of  tobacco.  Higher  cotton 
prices  was  the  major  influence  in  an  increase  of  45  percent  in  the  total 
receipts  in  Alabama.   The  severe  drought  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas  greatly 
restricted  crop  production  in  these  states  and  was  accompanied  by  a  decline 
in  income  from  marketings  of  14  percent  for  Oklahoma  and  4  percent  in 
Texas.   However,  there  were  considerable  emergency  sales  of  cattle  to  the 
Government  in  these  states  and  receipts  from  these  together  with  rental 
and  benefit  payments  raised  the  total  receipts  of  Oklahoma  to  within  4 
percent  of  1933  and  of  Texas  to  4  percent  over  the  preceding  year.   In 
December  1934  farmers'  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  in 
Oklahoma  and  Texas  showed  a  decline  of  33  and  32  percent  respectively, 
compared  with  December  1933. 

Western  States 

The  Western  States,  as  a  whole,  showed  an  increase  of  17  percent 
in  1934  as  compared  with  1933,  both  in  receipts  from  crops  and  in  receipts 
from  livestock  items.   When  rental  and  benefit  payments  and  income  from 
the  emergency  sale  of  livestock  are  added  to  the  receipts  from  marketings, 
total  receipts  in  this  region  in  1934  were  26  percent  larger  than  in  1933. 
However,  there  is  considerable  variation  from  this  average  increase  among 
the  different  states.   A  large  part  of  the  increase  in  income  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  States  was  due  to  emergency  sales  of  livestock.   The  short  crop 
and  lower  prices  for  sugar  beets  reduced  the  income  of  the  states  in  which 
sugar  beets  are  an  important  source  of  income.   Receipts  from  farm 
marketings  in  Arizona  in  1934  were  37  percent  greater  than  in  1933,  pri- 
marily due  to  the  larger  receipts  from  cotton.   The  substantial  increases 
in  the  total  receipts  of  Washington  and  Oregon  were  due  to  relatively 
favorable  conditions  for  most  of  the  crops  grown  in  these  States.   In 
California,  the  improvement  in  citrus  fruit  prices  was  an  important  factor 
in  the  increased  receipts  of  this  State,  which  were  about  20  percent 
greater  in  1934  than  in  1933..
